On this date information recei 


received from GASPAR CIACCIO, 


Tampa, Florida as follows: In Hay or early June, 1970 he was 
approached by RAUL CHARBONIER and conned into making bets on 
baseball games during the 1970 season. According to CIACCIO 
the odds during the Start of his betting activities were much 
better than anywhere else in town and because of this he started 


to bet with CHARBONIER and ailso introduced a DR LOCICERO to 
RAUL CCHARBONIER, Jr and he and LOCICERO were partners in the 
betting.

From early June, 1970 to approximately July 10, he, 
CIACCIO, and the doctor had won $8,000 and had received one 
payment of $5,000 in $100 bills for their winnings. On the 
All-Star game he and the doctor bet $2500 on the National League 
which won and at this time subjects RAUL again owed him approx. 
$8,000. After the All-Star game he and Dr. ; LOCICERO received 
a payment of $1,000 from RAUL and this was in $5 and $10 bills. 
Thereafter the odds changed and they lost the additional $7,000 
that was owed to them by subject as well as approximately $16,000 
of their own money. 


In late August through early September he was in daily 
contact with RAUL who wanted the money that was owed and he told 
them that he did not have the money and that subject had assured 
him that he would never have to put up any of his own money on 
the bets. Immediately after this, LUIS, brother of RAUL, came to 
GASPAR and demanded payment of the money. GASPAR told LUIS and 
RAUL of the understanding he had and he was not g oing to make any 

payment. Shortly thereafter, he was contacted by _

Thereafter LUIS again 
approached GASPAR reiterating 1 previous statements that 
he had made regarding an individual by name, of PUPI who 
was from New York/ connected with the Union in New York,^^ 
was the individual who furnished the line and was 
described by LUIS as being behind the operation and he 
personally would see that the debt was taken care of. 


On Oct. 8, 1970, GASPAR, while, at his place 
of business, Temple Terrace Lounge, observed LUIS 
CHARBONIER and another individual who was later intro¬ 
duced to him as this PUPI and when approached them they 
told him that they were after the $8,000 that he should 
pay up Immediately. At this time GASPAR observed three 
other Cubans enter the lounge and approximately 5 or 6 
minutes he felt a gun in his ribs which was in possession 
of on© of the. other Cubans. The 5. individuals thereafter 
marched him out of the lounge, put; him in an automobile 
and drove to Charpal Lounge, En route to the Charpal 
Lounge they beat him severely using the butt of the gun 
kicked him in the ribs, and used their fists on his face. 
GASPAR stated that after arriving at the lounge that they 
called his brother, FANO, who later came over, agreed to 
pay the $8,000 and he was released. On Thursday, Oct;. 15, 
$8,0.00 was paid to RAUL CHARBONIER and since payment they 
have received a couple calls threatening further action, 
against them.

GASPAR CIACCIO, 1209 W. Charter, was interviewed .at ; 
;the* residence of his'brother, FANO CIACCIO, at 3203 Perry, Ave. 
and furnished the following information: 

He‘advised that he and’his brother, FANO, presently, 
own the Temple Terrace Lounge as well-as a package store- located 
on Busch Boulevard; in Tampa, Fla. He stated that he and'his 
brother have operated the- Temple.Terrace Lounge for the .past 
eight years, and-that his brother, FANO, operates*the lounge 
during the day and'he,^GASPAR, is. oh duty in the evenings. 

At the present time .they have a PAUL CAPPQLINO-employed* by 
them as well as| at the Temple Terrace 

Lounge. 

, ^ I 

He stated .that he has known' RAUL CHARB0N1ER, owner 
of the Char-Pal Lounge for, the past 25; years, .having grown 
up with him in..Tampa, Fla. and .has considered him 1 to* be fe Very 
close friend. He has known. RAUL CHARBONIER's brother, -LUIS, 
approximately the same period'of time but has never beentclose , 
to LUIS for the past two or three years. He-stated that RAUL 
CHARBONIER visits with him almost on*a nightly basis at-either 
the-Temple Terrace Lounge or he Visits with RAUL CHARBONIERat 
the Char-Pal* Lounge. 

He recalled that latter ,part of May, or first of 
June,. 1970 he was* approached by RAUL CHARBONIER in regards , 
to placing/bets on baseball .games duringi-the coming, 'baseball 
season. RAUL CHARBONIER told him that he had a cousin.in 
New York who was-a big wheel in k union at the John F. Kennedy, 
Airport who would furnish the "line"fiind there would be out¬ 
standing odds in favor of the bettof? iHe recalled that the 
cousin's name, according to RAUL*CHARBONIER, was "PUPI/'rand, 
that PUPI was to be released from prison in the very near 
future. RAUL CHARBONIER indicate* tl&t the odds that would 
be furnished to him and subsequently given to GASPAR, would- 
be better odds than coul^ be located anywhere in Tampa and 
it would be impossible to lose andtHat they could makea 
large amount of money. He told* GASPAR that .GASPAR: weVld 
never .have to put up any money, this*was a sure thing and' 
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and they both stood to make a lot. 'GASPAR recalled as an 
example of the line that if New'Yorh mould be playing a 
team.that they mould get odds of 20-13 whereas the local 
odds would probably be 35-13. ,’RAUL CHARBONIER convinced; 
him-that he and his cousin in New York would only get the best 
• baseball teams and the best odds and again told GASPAR that 
he would never have to invest any money and could not lose. 

The proposition sounded so good that after discussing 
it with RAUL CHARBONIER ho contacted a personal friend by the 
name of Dr. FELIX LO CICERO who RAUL CHARBONIER told him 
should also be in on the ^eal. The, Doctor and he were joint 
partners in the venture and the winnings and losses if any, 
were to be shared equally;. .RAUL CHARBONIER also convinced 1 
the Doctor that he would never/have to put up any money and 
because of the* outstanding odds it, was practically impossible 
to lose any money.

In June, 1970 the Doctor and he started to betting 
with. RAUL CHARBONIER and quickly won between $7,000 and 
$8,000. In this regard had received a phone call from RAUL 
CHARBONIER every evening telling CASPAR what teams that they 
had and’that the odds were also furnished to GASPAR. GASPAR 
usually would’ then relay this information to Dr. LO CICERO. 
According to GASPAR, there was 1 no ;pick of teams but he was 
always furnished the team that he had by RAUL CHARBONIER and 
given the odds. From June up hntll the All Star G&sio they 
had received a .total of $5,000 from RAUL CHARBONIER which was 
paid to he and the Doctor.at the Temple Terrace Lounge and 
was in $100 bills. He recalled that the wrapper on the. 
money indicated that the money cam$ from the First National 
Bank of Tampa, Fla. GASPAR stated'’that on the All Star they 
were given the National League at 20-13 odds and they bet a 
total of $2500. They won and were paid $2500 even, though 
this was not the correct payment according to the odds given 
them and they at this time realized"'’that something was wrong. 
After winning the $2500 they again-„'had run their winnings up 
to $7,000 or $8,000 and wore wanting to be paid by RAUL 
CHARBONIER., RAUL CHARBONIER paid them $1000 iq $5.00 and 
$10.00 bills and he recalled th>$ 'tliese bills appeared to be 
old. After the All Star Game the odds seemed ‘to reverse 
^themselves and in the next two or three <g$eks they had lost 
all that they had »previously won, paid back the $6000 and 
werd now in the hole for what he assumed to be approximately 
$12,000 or $13,000. 
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In August, 1970 they stopped betting with RAUL CHARBONIER and have 
not placed any further bets. After they became indebted to« RAUL 
CHARBONIER, he would call and come over demanding the money,. This 
went on for approximately 2 or 3* weeks and RAUL CHARBONIER brbu'ght 
Ills brother, LUIS and LUIS told him that RAUL CHARBONIER was now 1 
out and that he was funning the show and he wanted the money. 

GAEPAR told him what RAUL CHARBONIER had promised him in, regards 
to never having to put up any money and. the fact that he had taken- 
RAUL CHARBONIER at his word otherwise he would never have 1 gone along, 
with the betting. He stated that he,, from talking to other < indivi¬ 
duals realized that he had now been taken and desired -not to make 
any payments on this debt. ’1

CHARBONIER and threatened and LUIS CHARBONIER has told; him that he 
w ould see that his wife prostituted herself; killed’the children and 
put him out of business. 


On October 8, 1970, at approximately 11:00'PM LUIS CHARBONIER 
and another individual came into the Temple Terrace Lounge and sat 
in a booth. LUIS CHARBONIER told GASPAR’that they wanted to see him 
and to come over to the booth. GASPAR told him that he was busy but 
would be over in a few minutes. He went to the booth, was introduced 
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to an Individual by name of PUPI and when he sat down PUPI stated, 
that he wanted the m£ney. CASPAR stated that he then realized 
that he was in serious difficulties but told them that he ‘did:not 
have the money at the present time. At this point a patron of 
the lounge came to him and told him that three other Cubans had 
just come in and he should be on the alert. He stated that he 
happened to look over where the Cubans were sitting and noticed 
one leave the booth and go toward the jukebox. After observing 
this man and immediately after, the next thing he recalled was> 
that this individual had a< gun in his ribs and that he had b'een^ 
surrounded by the other two Cubans who had entered with !this 
third individual. These three Cubans and LUIS CHARBONIER with 
PUPI, marched him out of the lounge, took him across the street, 
to a service station where they had a car parked and put him in 
the back seat of this car. PUPI and one of the Cubans sat in 
the front seat and the other two Cubans were in the back seat* 
with him. They Immediately started hitting him in the-face with 
their fists and struck him .at least two occasions with the butt 
of the gun. Both of the Cubans in the back seat had guns with 
them at this time. From the Temple Terrace Lounge they proceeded 
to Char-Pal Lounge and while en route iPUPI, who was driving the 
automobile, turned and slapped him across the face with his fist. 
When they arrived at the Char-Pal Lounge they told' him to put ’his-, 
coat up high and to go directly to the backroom. Upon arriving

GASPAR stated that upon entering the Char-Pal Lounge 
he observed numerous customers and was taken, directly to the 
space which Char-Pal utilizes for his office in a completely

the backroom had guns on him. After being in the backroom for a 
few minutes he noticed that ,all of the customers h$ii left from 
the front. He recalled that both of the individuals in the back¬ 
room observedsomeone in the front come in and they appeared to 
be'excited and took the two guns, and dropped them in a sink full 
of water. He saw his brother come 1* the Cha^-Pal Lounge and 
Ernest with LUIS and the individual' whom he knew 1 as PUP1. Ho was* 
told that at no time was he to make any sound or start conver¬ 
sation. He heard; LUIS CHARBONI*ER tell his brother that they 
wanted the $8,000 and heard his borther tell them that he was 
Willing to pay but he wanted to be assured that his brother 
would be released.

following things which I am going to say are the events 
that happened to me on October 8, 1970, while I was at 
my place of business which is located at 8448 56th St., 

Temple Terrace, Fla. I have written down these things 
so my wife can remind me if I forget something while I 
am recording these things on, the little recorder. 

I work every night at the lounge, Temple Terrace b6 

Lounge, which I own and operate with my brother, FANO CIACCIO,. b7c 
On the evening of October 8, I was working with a girl and; 

LUIS CHARBONIER came in with another fellow, LUIS CHARBONIER. 
came in through the package store with another fellow, at 
approximately-11:00 or 11:30 PM.- They came into the bAr and 
LUIS, real tough, asked me for a drink and I said, ’’Wait a 
minute.”"We haven*t got time.” I said,MOkay,LUIS.” They ordered 
two drinks with this other fellow. They sat in the back lounge 
where there Is an exit door. They sat at the table right next 
to the exit and waited a few minutes and I went back and said, 
”LUIS, what's the matter”'and he said, ’'Well I want to talk 
to you about this debt you owe us";and I said "Okay, let me sit 
down.” So I sat' down and I said, "LUIS, who is this fellow?” 
and he says, "Wio in the obscene do you think you are? It's 
none of your business who I am.”

Dr. FELIX LO CICERO, 1 Davis Boulevard, Davis 
Islands, Tampa, Fla., was interviewed at his office and 
furn&ied the following information: 

He stated that he has known, GASPAR CIACCIO for 
a considerable length of time since they both attended 
school together in Tampa, Fla. He considers GASPAR CIACCIO 
a personal friend and patronizes the Temple Terrace Lounge 
on occasions. 

In regards to RAUL CHARBONXER, he stated that he 
has known him for the past 1§ years having had RAUL CHARBONIER 
as a patient.. 

Dr. LO CICERO stated that the latter part of May 
or first of June, 1970 he was contacted by GASPAR CIACCIO 
regarding making baseball bets on the coming professional 
baseball games. After discussing it with GASPAR who told 
him that RAUL CHARBONIER would furnish them with odds and 
the best teams that it appeared that they could not lose any 
money that he decided to be a partner with GASPAR CIACCIO 
in betting on baseball games. After this decision was 
reached he and GASPAR met with RAUL CHARBONIER and recalls 
that RAUL CHARBONIER told him that they would be getting the 
odds from New York City and that this discussion regarding 
the odds and the teams that they were to get took place at 
the Char-Pal Lounge. 

When they started betting they immediately won 
approximately $7,000 to $8,000 and sometime prior to the 
All Star Game they were paid $5,000, each receiving $2500.00, 
He recalled that on the All Star game that they bet $2500.00. 
the National League which won and again had run their winnings 
up to $7,000 to $8,000. At this time they were paid $1,000 
which was given to GASPAR CIACCIO by RAUL CHARBONIER. He 
recalls that during the period they were betting with RAUL 
CHARBONIER .that RAUL CHARBONIER would furnish the games and 
odds to GASPAR who would in turn,on a daily basis, call him 
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and tell him what odds they had and what teams they were 
betting on. At this time Dr. LO CICERO recalled that 
when they went to the Char-Pal Lounge that they went 
directly to the backroom and had the discussion with RAUL 
CHARBONIER and at this time the Char-Pal Lounge was being 
remodeled. He recalled GASPAR told him not to mention the 
deal they had since there was a city detective in the front 
of the Char-Pal Lounge. By this Dr. LO»CICERO meant the 
interior of the lounge where the customers sit. 

He stated that in August, 1970 he quit betting 
with RAUL CHARBONIER since they had become indebted to 
RAUL CHARBONIER in the amount of approximately $16,000.00 
and in addition to this they had paid back all the money 
that they had previously won. He recalled making a payment 
in the last week of August since he was contacted by RAUL 
CHARBONIER and told that they had to.have the money and he 
made this payment Just before he went on vacation. From 
August to October 8, 1970 he did not make any additional 
payments to RAUL CHARBONIER. 

At the request of GASPAR CIACCIO , he along with 
GASPAR*s brother, FANO, had a meeting with I I 

at the Valencia Gardens Restaurant sometime in early 
September and Just prior to Labor Day. He stated . they 
discussed their deal with RAUL CHARBONIER. I I told 

them that they had been taken and that th ey shou ld not 
make any payments. He specifically ask ed! lif th is 

meant that he could take care of it and I I told 

him that he definitely could take .care of it. 

On October 8, 1970 at approximately 12:00 Midnight, 
RAUL CHARBONIER called him and told him the people from 
New York are there and they want their money. LO CICERO 
told RAUL CHARBONIER that he could not talk now but would 
be sure to call RAUL CHARBONIER tomorrow. RAUL CHARBONIER 
told him that he had observed gasoline in the car that these 
individuals were driving and wanted to be assured that they 
would definitely be paid on Friday, October 9th. He assured 
RAUL CHARBONIER that he would get the money and pay him. 

In regards to the gasoline, he took this as a direct threat, 
was extremely upset and consequently stayed up all night and 
guarded'his residence. He stat ed that he turned on all the 
lights in the house as well as the lights on the outside of 
his house. 
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On'the following day, which was October 9, 1970 
and after RAUL CHARBONIER had not contacted him he called 
RAUL CHARBONIER and told him that he had the money and 
would pay him. Just before noon on October 10, 1970 which 
was a Saturday, RAUL CHARBONIER came to his office on*1 Davis 
Boulevard', and he paid him the $6500.00 in cash that he owed 
him. He stated that he personally did not see any of the 
individuals who are*alleged to have come from New York and 
the only individual he has dealt with is RAUL CHARBONIER, 


Dr, LO CICERO advised that after receiving the 
call from RAUL CHARBONIER on October 8, 1970 he called the 
Temple Terrace Bar and was told by someone that something 
had happened to CASPAR and this on top of the threat received 
from RAUL CHARBONIER; further concerned him and was respon¬ 
sible for him.staying up all night. He .stated that later on 
on the evening he received a call from GASPAR from the Community 
Hospital at which time GASPAR told him 'that he had taken a 
good beating.;

CAPPOLINO said that during this period, he was taking 
care of customers in the package store and walking back into 
the Lounge while not busy. He said GASPAR sat, with these two 
men for a while and then came into the package store, saying, 
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"I think I'm in trouble — these guys want to push me around". 
CAPPOLINO asked CASPAR if he needed any help and GASPAR 
replied, "No, I think I oan smooth it off". CAPPOLIHO 
then went outside the building to look for any strange ears 
and saw a ear backed up close to his in the American service 
station next door to the Lounge. He walked over to this car 
and felt the hood, determining that the engine was still 
warm and then noted the license tag on a piece of paper, 
tag number IE-7910. He returned to the package store and 
GASPAR came back to him, advising he "thinks nverything will 
be* okay".

the package store door, and looking outside, then told CAPPOLINO 
to call the police. CAPPOLINO stated he looked out the peek 
hole in the window and saw a'group of mem>getting info the .

CAPPOLINO said that the package store 
closes at 12 * midnight and it was now about 1:30 A.M. He 
said GASPAR was taken to his office behind the package store 
and had a face covered with blood, as was his shirt, suit. 

CAPPOLINO noted that he had’ approximately a -one-inch > 
cut bleeding profusely from his forehead; another out bleeding, 
in the back of ‘his head and his left eye was severely 'swollen. 
GASPAR cleaned up an d w as giv en soma ice packs and ;at approxi¬ 
mately 2 A.M.. I I and f I drove him to the University , 
Community Hospital. FANO stayed with CAPPOLINO at the Lounge 
until 3 A.M., closing time, at which time CAPPOLINO wettt home. 

CAPPOLINO advised that he had been told that GASPAR 
was betting on baseball games with RAUL CHARBONAIR, owner 
of the Char-Pal Lounge, and CAPPOLINO has seen RAUL at the 
Temple Terrace Lounge talking with GASPAR and a Dr. FELIX 
IX) CICERO, on numerous occasions prior to this incident. He 
said that GASPAR had told him that Dr. LO' CICERO was also 
betting with RAUL. 

CAPPOLINO was unable to recall what other customers 
may have been present at the Temple Terrace Lounge when this 
incident occurred and said the only other employee was a 
waitress,! | last name unknown, who is no longer employed

GLASS advised these barbecues previously were a monthly affair 
for a period of about four or five months, usually being held 
on a Thursday evening as a gimmick to draw in customers. These 
were discontinued for about two or three months, which he 
assumed was due to the fact that they were remodeling the in¬ 
terior pf the bar, and this affair was the first to take 
place since the completion of this remodeling. GLASS stated that 
be had .assisted JACK DE LA LLANA with the chore* of cooking the 
sausagp on each previous occasion at DE LA LLANA's invitation 
and most definitely not be invitation of the Owner, RAUL CHARBONIER. 
GLASS stated that actually his association and exposure to RAUL 
CHARBONIER could be considered limited, and went on to state 
that be, GLASS has never been able to hold an intelligent con¬ 
versation with CHARBONIER at any time.

He indicated Hiving, been in contact with JACK DE LA LLANA since 
that time, however, stated that ftsolutely nothing was mentioned, 
by DE LA LLANA to lead GLASS to believe that IDE LA LLANA was 
aware of GASPAR CIACCIO's beating or anything related to this. 

GLASS admitted that from time to time, he has heard 
or been made aware of Information Indicating that JACK DE LA 
LLANA held some business interest or was in some way affiliated 
with RAUL CHARBONIER and the Char Pal Lounge, but it was 
GLASS'S personal belief these were nothing but unsubstantiated',', 
ill-founded 1 rumors* GLASS stated that all the information 
furnished .was correct to* the best of his recollection, and he 
would be willing to testify to same.

He stated that on October 8th or a night that 
he believes was October 8th because it was on a Thursday 
night preceding a barbecue which was held on October 15th and 
that he was .in the Char-Pal Lounge having arrived at the 
lounge early in the evening. He stated that he was sitting 
at the.end of the bar on a stool and at approximately 
11:00 or 11:30 PM on this date, that he observed GASPAR 
ClACC10 with fourmother Individuals go past him and go 
directly to the office of RAUL CHARB0NIER at the Char-Pal 
Lounge. He stated that he recalled speaking to GASPAR 
but does not recall having any conversation with him. 

He stated that immediately after this that he was preparing 
to leave and evidently someone in the Char-Pal Lounge told 
everyone to leave inasmuch as all of the customers appeared 
to be leaving the lounge when he did. He does not recall 
who told the customers to leave and believes there were 
approximately 10 to 15 customers in the lounge at this time. 

He stated that this was at approximately 11:30 PM and he 
immediately realized something was wrong since the bar 
does not ordinarily close until 3:00 AM and since there 
were numerous customers in the bar. He left the Char-Pal 
Lounge and believes that he drove directly home although 
it is possible that he could have driven back by the 
Char-Pal Lounge and noticed that it was still closed. 

He stated that he believes that JACK DE LA LLANA 
was at the Char-Pal' Lounge on October 8 f 1970 and it is 
possible, although cannot say for certain, that DE LA LLANA 
was in the lounge when the customers were told to leave.

JACK DE LA LLANA, 8712 62nd Street, Temple 
Terrace, Fla. was interviewed at the office of the 
FBI. Prior to interview he was furnished a Voluntary 
Appearance Form- Advice of Rights, which he read, 
and acknowledged by signing. 

At the time of interview, DE LA LLANA had with 
him a tape recorder but stated that he would not utilize 
the recorder if it would interfere with the interview and 
:no recording was made by DE LA LLANA of the interview. 

DE LA LLANA advised that he has been employed 
by the Tampa Police Department for the past 16 years and 
is presently Sergeant of the Intelligence Unit, of the 
Tampa Police Department. 

In regards to RAUL CHARBONIER, he stated that he 
has known him since sometime in 1950 and has been a patron 
at the Char-Pal Lounge which is owned by CHARBONIER for the 
past six years. He stated that some weeks he was in the 
CharrPal practically every night and some weeks would not 
even be in the lounge. He stated that approximately four 
years ago Busch Boulevard was widened and the Char-Pal 
lounge did not have much business and consequently he started 
to patronize the Temple Terrace Lounge. He has known of 
GASPAR CIACCIO for many years but has not been acquainted with 
him except for the past four or five years. He has known LUIS 
CHARBONIER, brother of RAUL,, approximately as long as he has 
known RAUL. 

He stated that during the first part of 1970 he 
assisted'RAUL CHARBONIER in the remodeling of the Char-Pal 
Lounge and assisted him -after 3:00 AM in the morning and on 
the weekends. He emphatically denied- having any interest 
in the Char-Pal and further that he has no interest in any 
business in the City of Tampa. The only remuneration that 
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he receives for assisting at the Char-Pal .Lounge is that 
he only has to >pay 20$ for his drinks. 

He stated that in the past he has borrowed money 
for RAUL CHARBONIER and recalled going to Aetna Finance 
approximately 2 years ago' and borrowing $600.00. This money 
was repaid on a monthly*basis- at a set sum unrecalled by 
him and RAUL would giveihim the money and he would go to 
Aetna Finance and pay for the loan. When this loan was 
practically paid up he borrowed another $600 for RAUL and 
RAUL is paying on this loan now. 

In regards to his personal finances, he stated 
that his bimonthly pay is $245.00 and that he recently 
borrowed $600 to go on vacation to Mexico with his wife and’ 
child. He stated that he also borrowed $500 from the Columbia 
Bank.which was used to pay up all of his past debts and the 
$600 that he borrowed for vacation was borrowed from the Credit 
Union, City of Tampa. He stated that his wife is presently 
employed by the School Board but he does not know what hey 
take home pay is. . He has a checking account at the Columbia 
Bank, Tampa, Fla. He has charge accounts at the following 
places: Sears. Roebuck, Maas Brothers, Inc., Penney's. 

He has credit cards issued by the BankAmericard, Carte Blanche 
and Master Charge. 

In regards to his activities on October 8, 1970, 
he cannot say positively if he was at the Char-Pal Lounge or 
not but definitely does not recall seeing CASPAR CIACCIO 
brought into the lounge and was definitely not there when the* 
patrons. were> told to leave prior'to 3:00 AM. He stated that 
he recalled*in early summer seeing Dr. FELIX LO CICERO and 
GASPAR CIACCIO come into Char-Pal Lounge and recalled that at 
this time the Char-Pal was being remodeled. He does not recall 
seeing them go in the back room or office of RAUL CHARBONIER. 

He stated that in the past the Char-Pal Lounge, prior 
to remodeling^ had numerous barbecues and sometime just prior 
to October 14, 1970 he was toldI.by RAUL to purchase some Italian 
sausage since they were going to have a barbecue on October 15, 
1970. There was a discussion as to how much Italian sausage 
should be purchased and he ended up purchasing 50 pounds of

.recalled that after purchasing the sausage that he purchased

verse with RAUL's son. He stated that he definitely did not 
see RAUL at his residence at this time. 

He recalled that on October 15, 1970 he and 
DAVE GLASS did the cooking of the Italian sausage at the 
Char-Pal Lounge. He stated that he and GLASS started cooking 
sometime between 7:00 & 7:30 PM and they used two barbecue 
grills during the entire evening he was there. He only entered 
the bar on two occasions and this was when he first arrived and 
was ready to leavei. He stated that he was not paid any money 
for this and did;; it -strictly out of his friendship with RAUL 
CHARBONIER. -In regards to his assistance or help at the Char- 
Pal, he stated that he has in the past picked; up a colored man 
on Sundays, taken him to the Char-Pal Lounge and that this 
individual’cleaned the lounge. He. stated that during the-past 
two months*-that he had been to the Char-Pal Lounge on a couple of 
occasions to assist in cleaning up on Sunday^morning. He again- 
reiterated f that the only consideration that he. receives for his 
assistance is the fact that'he purchases his drinks for 20£ a 
drink and usually charges; them;and picks, up the tab later. 

He stated that in the period October 8th to October 
30th that he had not received: any information regarding, any 
alleged beating of CASPAR CIACCIO and recalled that on Friday, 
October 30, he was talcing >to DAVE GLASS who related the incident 
inasmuch as he, GLASS, had.just been interviewed by the FBI. 

He stated the next he heard about the incident was on November 
2, 1970 when Judge BURNSIDE told him he had received information 
regarding, the beating of GASPAR CIACCIO. 

He stated that he recalls being in the Temple Terrace 
Lounge on October 19, 1970 at which time he saw Cowboy IPPOLITO 
and an- individ ual who recently got out of prison by the name of 


He also recalls being in the Temple Terrace Lounge 
on October 9, 1970 and at that time was. told that GASPAR CIACCIO 
had taken time off. The following week he was again at the 
Temple Terrace Lounge, asked FANO CIACCIO where GASPAR was and 
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was told that he was still off. 


DE LA LLANA recalled that during the period that 
RAUL CHARBONIER was remodeling the Char-Pal Lounge that RAUL 
gave him $500.00 to hold for him during the period of re¬ 
modeling since RAUL wanted the money to ,pay for carpet and 
did not want to spend it.

Number PC-F2747 JM dated November 24, 1970, sets forth results 
of serology examinations conducted by Special Agent Thomas F. 
Kelleher, Jr., on automobile floor mats submitted by the Miami 
Office in instant case. These examinations determined that no 
blood was present on the floor mats and in accordance with the 
instructions in referenced airtel, the floor mats were subsequent 
ly destroyed. 

It is highly unlikely that profuse bleeding could have 
occurred on these floor mats and later been removed by washing 
without leaving some trace amount that would have been located 
during the Laboratory examination conducted. It is theoretically 
possible to completely remove a blood stain from a rug after it 
h.o.s been deposited in liquid form and has dried but this is an 
extremely difficult process and no indication of such rigorous 
activity was apparent from examination of the floor mats. In 
addition the stains present on the floor mats, which appeared 
to be rust stains, and the usual traces of grease and other 
common material frequently found on the floors of automobiles, 
showed no signs of having been cleaned or worked over.

Two Tampa bar owners 
and four New Yorkers yes¬ 
terday walked out of a crimi¬ 
nal court trial for extortion, 
kidnaping and assault to mur¬ 
der as free men. 

Eighteen verdicts of in¬ 
nocent were returned by a 
four-man, two-woman jury 
after an hour and 10 minutes 
of deliberation in the fifth day 
of tiial before Circuit Court 
Judge Carl Durrance. 

Luis and Raul Charbonicr, 
owners of the Char-Pad 
Lounge in Temple Terrace 
and Ernesto’s in Ybor City, 
and New Yorkers Henry Hill, 
Cosmos Rosado* James Burke 
and Luis Lopez each received 
three acquittals on charges 
which alleged the six had ex- 
t o r t e d baseball gambling 
debts from Temple Terrace 
Lounge owner Caspar Ciaccio 
in an October beating and kid¬ 
naping sequence.

Ragano attacked the testi¬
